THE VALUB OF JUDIOIOUS OOMMITTEE 
WORK.

The subject assigned me, as I under- 
stand it, refers to the Committec work of 
the King's Children Society. 

As it is impossible often for all mem- 
bers of a society to get togelher and form- 
ulate their rules, prepare programs, etc, 
it has been found convenient to select a 
few to do this work. Sü every well gov- 
erned society has just as many commit- 
tees as it has district departmen's, and 
everything is attended to at the proper 
time, causing all work to move along with 
perfect harmony. 

Committees should not be large. Expe- 
rience has taught that a committec of 
three members will do morè work and do 
it better than one with a greater number 
of members. 

In appointing a committee, care should 
be taken that the person intended for 
chairman is wide awake, andready to call 
a meeting of the members without delay. 
Promptness is the key note to success in 
every thing, and of course is no exception 
in committee work. 

Some of the following poíuts should be 
observed in doíng judicious committee 
work : 

i. Each mcmber should be so inter- 
ested in the work intended for him to ex- 
ecute that he will give it his undivided at- 
tention whenever neccssary. 

2. The members should work in har- 
mony, and not become stubborn if they 
can not at all times get their own way. 

3. They should get together as soon 


as possible after appointment ; organize 
and be ready for business. 

4. Prograra Committees should re- 
member that brevity is no fault to literary 
exercises. 

5. The committee whose duty it is to 
visit the sick should make pleasant calls 
at the proper time, but be careful not to 
weary a sick friend. Supply, the sick 
room with appropriate flowers. 

6. Always be prepared and willing to 
report to the society to which youbelong. 

In conciusion, I will say that the suc- 
cess of all society work depends upon the 
judicious work of its committees.
